LECTURE ON ANTIQUITY OF THE

A lecture on_ the “Origin and Anti- 
uity of the Chinese People was de- 
Livered by Dr. H. Chatley at a’ mecting f

The earliest traces of w Chinese civili- 
aation were found in that district follow- 
ing the bed of the Yellow River, and the 
discoveries went to show that there dwelt 
here & more oF less civilized people, sur- 
rounded by‘ others who were +0 all in- 
tents and purposes savages. Physically

He understood civilization 
to mean the organized co-operation of 


‘welfare. Certain conditions were neces- 
sary to produce a high state of eiviliza- 
tion, and he suggested that othing was 
more corducive to this end than the 
plans and large rivers. The civilizations 
lof Northern India, 3 
land China were all traceable to this 
cause, acd he suggested thatthe develo 

ment of the Chinese civilization mignt 
also be attributed to it. To combat the
